lon parliament by the British North 
American Act while solemnization of 
marriage is under the legislative 
powers of the provinces.

One of the sweetest stories ever 
told is outlined in a recent report of 
the sugar refining industry in Canada 
which has been issued by the Cana- 
dian government bureau of statistics 

Canadian evidently have a sweet 
tooth for the annual per capita con- 
sumption of sugar is 93,09 pounds or 
‘about one quarter of a pound for ev- 
ery day of the year. The total produc 
tion of sugar in Canada in the year 
under review was 1,138,781,739 Ths 
of which 70,388,105 pounds was made 
from beets grown principally in south 
western Ontario and southern Alberta 
Thirty thousand acres were sown to 
beets which yielded about nine tons 
per acre, and for which growers re- 
ceived an average price of $8.55 per

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By The School Child

_ For many years it was supposed 
that the discomfort one experiences 
in an overcrowded and overheated 
room was brought about by the in- 
crease in the concentration of car- 
bon dioxide We now know that this 
chemical change in the composition 
of the air is unimportant as compared 
to the physical factors—humidy and 
temperature 


However the practice of mechaai- 
cal ventilation of school buildings 
rtill reflects the old belief that the 
danger of breathing used air lies in 
its carbon dioxide content. An adult 
normally exhales about six-tenths 
cubic feet of carbon dioxide per hour 
The assumption that concentrations 
ef this gas exceeding 6 parts in 10,- 
000 (twice that normally contained in 
cutdoor air) would produce harmfull 
effects gave rise to the following for 
mula for the amount of fresh air re- 
quired for each person per hour: 

X (cu. ft.) —0.6 —2,000 


0.0006—0.0003 
In arranging for the ventilation of 
a school building it has been taken 
for granted that the pupil does not re 
quire as much fresh air as an adult 
and most ventilating systems are de- 
signed to provide for 30 cubic feet of 
fresh air for each child per minute 
Some state laws require a little less 
than this amount for the pupils in 
the lower grades but most regulations 
co not differentiate between the a- 
mount of fresh air to be furnished 
the children in the kindergarten and 
those in high school 
Incorrect Ventilation Prevails 
Until the present time no effort has 
been made to vary the amount of 
fresh air according to the tempera- 
ture of the room in any legislative 
enactments covering this subject And 
if the same tardiness is exhibited in 
doing so that was manifested in the 
ucceptance of the closest students of 
ventilation of Pettenkofer’s presenta- 
tion of the actual cause of the baneful 
cffects of second-hand air, it will be 
a long time before the absolutely cor 
rect type of ventilation is installed in 
cur schools. And the correct type of 
ventilation is the kind that will con- 
trol the temperature and humidity of 
the air which the child breathes. As 
stated this is of far greater impor- 
tance than reduction in the amount of 
carbon dioxide concentration 
A very apt illustration of this is 
cffered in the observation that an in 
{ dividual who requires a maximum of 
fresh air will always be more com- 
fortable if placed where the air is 
freely moving. The reason lies ad- 
mittedly not in the fact that he is 
re-inhaling- carbon dioxide. 


Boys and girls of school age are 
apt to forego breakfast more often 
than is healthful in order to gain an 
extra hour or so of sleep. Usually 
they jump out of bed at the last pos

(The Meiting Pot) 

Among the many fallacies one 
meets in discussions on Nation build

And that when America needed above 
all else to speak with one voice in an 
swer to the world challenge of the 
Emperor William ; 

Fifteen years ago the ‘melting 
pot ideal”: was the faith of the vast 
majority in the United States.- But 
what a striking change of opinion 
has taken place as a result of the les 
fons taught them by the War. As a 
matter of fact actual mixture of races 
in the States has gone very little far 
ther than the intermarriage between 
the races from northern Europe. The 
intermarriage between Englishman 
and Galician, Norwegian and Serb, 
Scotchmen and Greek. American and 
Spaniard has _—ibeen almost one of 
theory and not of fact 

As Mr Lewis says: “It is not so 
much a question of whether one race 
is superior to another race. It is the 
profound differences between the rac- 

| es—differences so pronounced that it 
is impossible even for the Scientist to 
say that mixture would result advan 
tageously. It is not necessary for us 
to prove that the unprecendented mix 
ture of races going on in the States 
has been detrimental. It is for the ad 
vocates of the ‘open door—melting 
pot theory” to prove that the mixture 
of these thousands of different Con- 
tinental races will produce a finer 
‘type and nation than the original 
British, i.e. American stock has done 
in the past And this they cannot do 
In the first place there is no nation 
in, the world which offers any com- 
parison Time and time again we are 
referred to England as an example of 
the benefits of the melting pot. But 
the racial elements that went to make 
up foundation England were remark- 
able homogeneous Angles, Saxons, 
Jutes, Danes and Normans were all 
closely allied to each other and to 
the old English stock. There has been 
nothing in England’s experience to 
give us any light on our own case (in 
America)

Now if there was all this uncer- 
tainty regarding the effect of the mix

“open door” immigration and the melt 
ing pot idea, he had no conception 
that the institutions of his country 
its laws, it political habits and tra- 
ditions were to be modified by the 
melting pot It was the immigrant who 
was to go into the melting pot not 
the American He believed that in 
some way the native blood of the 
American was to remain unchanged 
It was the Immigrant who was to be 
melted down Until recently the great 
mass of the American people held this 
view and it was advocated and lauded 
in all public utterances 

But a tremendous change has come 
over the mind of the thinking Amer 
ican public. No one claims that the 
German or the Swede is less moral 
or that the Greek and the Italian are 
not hard working The essence of the 
objection to the “open door” is that 
they are different in language phy- 
schology, customs, and in many other 
ways Different from the foundation 
stock of the nation.
